Lethbridge, Sept. 2—The rush at the 
land office today exceeded even the 
expectations. The office was besieged 
ali day yeatertay by homesteaders who 
were desirous of making applications 
to pre-empt and when the office closed 
yesterday afternoon probably twenty- 
five or thirty were turned away. How- 
ever the approach to the door was 
never vacated, By seven o’clock 
about eighty men had formed in line 
prepared to make the best of the 
night. About 100 men came in on ths 
Calgary local and at once took their 
position in the line. The midnight 
(rains brought larger crowds, One 
man estimated that two hundred ar- 
rived on the eastbound.

TERRIFIC STORM 
SWEEPS BRITAIN 


Creates Havoc to Shipping— 
Amazon Lost. 


Portemuoth, Eng., Sept. 2—In the 
terrific storm which has swept over 
the British Isles and southwestern 
Europe’during the last twenty-four 
hours, the British bark Amazon, for 
Iquaique, from Port Talbot. was 
wrecked near the latter port and only 
five of her crew of 82 were saved, 
Many boats are in trouble and the pro- 
perty loss is huge. Six bodies have 
already been washed ashore from the 


rest of the crew met death, 

The bark was driven ashore during 
the height of the storm and soon be- 
came a total wreck. Late last night 
the gale showed little sign of abating. 

In the English channel reports re- 
ceived show that much damage was 
done ashore as well as on the sea. The 
wind at times blew at the rate of sev- 
enty miles an hour, which is almost 
unprecedented at this time of year, 
Never before has it been necessary it 
summer to suspend the boat service 
between Folkestone and Dover and 
the mid-day service to Calais. An 
enormous number of vessels have been 
driven ashore or obliged to seck shel- 
ter. Many exciting rescues are report- 
ed. The storm was the most severe 
experienced in a long time and from 
all parts of the south of England and 
Ireland reports have been coming in 
all day long of damage to shipping and 
rescues by life boats. In many of the 
wrecks there was loss of life. 

Fierce Gales in France.

STRATHCONA NEWS | 


STRATHCONA COUNCIL WILL 
DEFER QUESTION OF UNION. 


Decision Reached at the Regular 
Meeting Last Night that the Time 
Was Not Rive For Amalgamation 
of Edmonton and Strathcona. 


What has become the regular after- 
midnight weekly session of the Strath- 
cona City Council took place last 
night as asual with the aldermen in 
deliberation till shortly after twelve 
o'clock, Mayor Duggan occupied the 
chair, and all but Ald, Sheppard were 
in attendance, 

The most important question to 
come up for some time was brought 
forward last night in a letter from 
Mayor McDougall, Edmonton, enclos- 
ing the resolution from the Edmonton 
City Council with reference to the ad- 
visability of the union of the two 
cities. The proposed union was dis- 
cussed at some length, and eventually 
it was agreed to write Edmonton to 
the effeet that the time was not yet 
ripe for such an amalgamation, A com- 
mittee was appointed to draft a suit- 
able letter. 

The placing of a single row of poles 
on Whyte avenue for the street rail- 
way or of adopting a double line was 
considered at some length, and the 
general opinion was in favor of the 
single line, It was decided to get the 
opinions of the property holders of 
Whyte avenue and act accordingly. 

Another piece of legislation on be- 
half of the young men of Strathcona 
wus introduced and passed in the 
amendments to the license by-law, 
prohibiting all boys under the age of 
seventeen from entering pool or bil- 
liord rooms, and making the hours of 
closing of such establishments eleven 
o'clock instead of 11.30 on Saturday 
night, and midnight on the other 
week nights of the week. 

H .W. Supple, manager of the Im- 
perial Bank, wrote the Council stat- 
ing that the bank had decided to ac- 
cept the $3,500 bonds for sidewalks at 
par, the same as the $16,500 already 
accepted. He asked that they ‘be for- 
warded at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. The letter was referred to the 
finance committee,

Reports of Committees. 

The chairman of the license com- 
mittee, Ald. Tipton, reported upon a 
lrequest for payment for Poundkeeper 
Wapshott’s man, recommending that 
the sum of $10 be paid in satisfaction 
of the entire claim, The report was 
adopted. 

The chairman of the sewer and

The Street Railway System.

Will Defer Question of Union, 
The communication of Mayor Me- 
Dougall with reference to the question 
of union then came up for considera: 
tion. 

Alderman Bush said he believed 
that the great majority of the peopie 
of Strathcona were opposed to union, 
and to appoint a committee would be 
to commit the’ city to some extent to 
union if satisfactory terme were grant- 
ed, 

Alderman Baalim said the proposal 
was made to the efty of Strathcona in 
good faith and should be courteously 
treated, As for himself, he did not 
know what the opinions of the people 
of Strathcona were. 

Alderman Richards thought if the 
people of Edmunton were 5° anxious 
for union they should appoint their 
committee and let them come over 
and meet the Strathcona council as a 
whole.

Through Germany to Get Ideas on 
Monetary System. } 


Berlin, Aug. 3I=Senator W. Ald- 
rich, of Rhode stand, chairman of the 
sub-commit'ee of the national mone- 
tary commission, which was appoint- 
ed by President HNoosevelt reached 
here yesterday. For several days, 
assisted by Messrs. Reynolds, of Chi- 
cago, and Davison, of New York, Sen- 
ator Aldrieh will be engaged in con- 
ferences with the managers of the Im- 
perial bank and othe® financiers.

TORPEDO BOAT ON

CITY COUNCIL MEETING 


The Opening of An Outlet From Fraser's Fiats is the Subject of Heated 


Discussion--Syndicate Figures Prominently 


and Aldermen Dectare 


They Refuse to Be Held-up—Residents on West Side of Ninth Street 
Object to Street Car Grade Being Placed on the West 
Street—Formal Sanction Given to Mayor's Purchase of River 
Property For a Park—Council in Session Until After Midnight.

The tranquility which has marked any other way, it is our duty to the 


thy sessions of the city council since 
the new members assumed office was 
rudely disturbed at the regular meet- 
ing Tuesday evening. The meeting 
continued until after midnight. The 
laldermen were all present, except Ald. 
‘Lee. Mayor McDougall presided. The 
forces which came in conflict were 
led by Ald. Fraser and Ald. Ander- 
son. The dispute related to the open- 
ing of an ouflet from Fraser’s flats. 
The net result of the prolonged and 
heated discussion was to hang up the 
whole question until the next meeting, 
two weeks’ hence. 

This and the question of the location 
of the grade on Ninth street were the 
two contentious questions. The formal 
sanctioning of Mayor McDougall’s 
purchase of the river front property 
for a park was the most important ac- 
tion of the meeting from the view- 
point of the city at large. 


Fraser's Flats Outlet. 


The residents of, Fraser’s flats re- 
newed their petition tor ‘an outlet 
from the flats. This has proved a 


question unusually contentious, For 
many years the outlet from the flats 
has been through private property, 
that owned by the D. R. Fraser & Co., 
Ltd. Water street was utilized until 
the title of the city to this thorough- 
fare was brought into question by the 
Jackson, Brown syndicate, whose 
claim was upheld by the courts, the 
city being niuleted for damages. As 
a result of this action by the Syndi- 
cate the council were in no mood to 
consider an offer from the syndicate 
to sell the property for a street. Sooner 
than capitulate to the syndicate with- 
out a murmur the aldermen decided 
on the alternative offered by provid- 
ing the outlet by way of Ottawa ave- 
nue and Rolland street. But this is 
-not acceptable to the residents of the 
flat. They declare that the outlet by 
way of these two streets, besides be- 
ing circuitous will result in too heavy 
a grade for heavy traffic. They offer 
as the only solution for the problem 
the purchase by the city of the Water 
treet property for heavy traffie and 
Rolland street graded ior light traffic. 
There is at present no outlet from the 
flats, the D. R. Fraser &, Co., Ltd, 
having closed the thoroughfare 
through their property. 


Tenders for Grading Outlet. 

The petition, whieh was signed by 
79 residents of the flats, was consid- 
erwed, together with tenders for the 
grading of Ottawa avenue and Rol- 
land street, the outlet decided upon 
by the council in obviating the dis- 
tasteful necessity of purchasing Water 
street. These tenders were as follow 

Jos, Ker anes .. $2,342 
M. MeCrimmon .. . 1,521 
Olsen & Nelson .. + 1,460 
Westaway & Manders .. 1,790 

Acting City Engineer Latournel ex- 
plained the grading provided for a 
30 foot road on Ottawa avenue south, 
and a roadway of 18 feet width around 
the hillside. The maximum grade met 
with by this route is 10 per cent. 

Mayor McDougall started the ball 
rolling when he gave it as his opin- 
ion that the onlys satisfactory outlet 
irom Fraser's flats is by the Water 
street route, He inspected the two 
routes and this is the conclusion fore- 
ed upon him. The grade by Ottawa 
avenue is too heavy for heavy traflic, 
and the greater portion of the trafiic 
from the flats is of the heavy variety. 

Ald. Fraser took up the cudgels in 
support of, the plea of the petitioners 
ond he tenaciously held to his argu- 
ment against the onslaught of Ald. 
Anderson and Bellamy. " 

“The grade by way of Ottawa avo- 
nue and Rolland street is impossible 
for heavy traffic,” he said, “Last 
winter the city hauled 3,000 loade of 
gravel over the outlet, which has 
been used for years, but which is no 
longer available, Next winter gravel 
will have to be hauled, and if the ou 
let is by way of Ottawa avenue and, 
Rolland street it will require the 
doubling up of teams, the loss of time 
thus occasioned being an expensive 
proceeding. The Ottawa avenue out- 
let involves a half mile climb. By 
Water street the grade extends for 
only about fifty feet. The cost of 
evading Ottawa avenue and Rolland 
étreete is by the lowest tender $1,460; 
Water street could be graded for $50. 

No Advantage He Says. 

Ald, Anderson, who has strenuously 
opposed considering the Water strect 
proposition sinee the recent action in 
the courts, declared himself in favor 
of the Ottawa avenue route, not only 
because it would obviate what he 
termed the syndicate hold-up, but on 
the ground that this route was equ- 
ally as good as by Water street. 

“T can’t see any advantage in the 
Water street outlet,” he said. ‘‘The 
people on the flats all live north of 
the entrance to that outlet, and the 
route to Jusper by way of Ottawa 
avenue and Rolland street ia shorter 
than by Water street to River street to 
Grierson street.’’ 

“Where is J. B. Little & Co.'s brick 
manutacturing plant situated? Is it a 
shorter route from his yards by way of 
Ottawa 'avendiethan by Water street?” 


“Ivs equally as short,” declared 
Ald. Anderson 
Ald. Fraser could not conceal his; 


‘isgvet at auch a contention as this,

The mayor made an effort to direct 
the attention ef the belligerents to a 
more specilic consideration of the! 
question, He said the syndicate will!

Fraser offers 
to purchase trom the city for $500, | 
thus making the nei cost $2,000, In, 
the mayor’s opinion Water street is 
the only solution of the problem, 

Outrageous Hold-Up. | 

At this point Ald. Bellamy rose and~ 
delivered the emphatic opinion that 
the whole action of the syndicate has 
been a straight hoid-up, 

“The price now asked is outrage- 
ous,’ he said “and if we can get out

“But Water street is the only ontlet 
which will satisfy the people on the 
flats,’”’ put in Ald. Fraser. 

“This talk of a hold-up is beside 
the question,” said Ald. MelInnis. 
“This property was offered to the city 
for $1,400, but when the offer was 
made by the syndicate, they were told 
they didn't own the street. Then 
we went to law and we were beaten. 
Now we are kicking ourselves.” 

Ald. MeInnis ignores several pertin- 
ent facts when he makes such a state- 
ment as that,’ said Ald. Bellamy. “He 
knows that the original plans of this 
section of the city showed Water street 


as a «treet. Lots were sold by 
the syndicate on the plan, 
and that the syndicate in- 
tended ft should be a ‘street is 


unmistakably evidenced by the fact 
that cross streets lead into it, and are 
now blind. When the city laid a 
water main on the street the syndi- 
cate saw an opportunity to hold-up 
the city, and immediately changed 
the plans and registered thema I cer- 
tainly object to being further held 
up.” 

©. M. Biggar, who appeared for the 
petitioners, offered the remark at this 
siage that the council by deciding 
upon the Ottawa avenue route were 
unconsciously playing into the hands 
of the syndicate, which owned the 
property along this street, and whose 
lots were at present unsaleable, but 
which with a new roadway would be 
made valuable.” 

Ald. Bellamy objected to this in- 
nuendo, and he emphatically told Mr. 
Biggar so. “In this question we are 


not considering owners of lots,” he 
said. 
Moved to Accept Tender. 
Before Ald. Anderson moved, sec- 


onded by Ald. Gariepy, that the low- 
est tender be accepted for grading Ot- 
tawa avenue and Rolland street, J. B.

The Street Hiaiiway Difficulty. 
The first suspicion of a difficulty 
arising irony the construction of the 
street railway developed when a peti- 
tion was presented by the property 
owners on the west side of Ninth 
street between Jasper and Saskatehe 
wan avenues, against the laying of 
the car tracks on the west side of the 
street 

The objection is that the grade on 
the west side of the street as adopted 
by the street railway very maieriaily 
reduces the road allowance between 
the street railway tracks and the street 
tine, The etreet is 400 feet wide and 
the residents of the west side cannot 
see why the grade adopted should not 
beve been in the centre of the street. 
The property will be debarred from 
access at the rear of the lots by reason 
of the C. P. R. right-of-way being lo- 
cated here, fhe grade as adopted 
makes the roadway between the tracks 
and the etreet Fine inypassible for veh- 
icular traffic. It thus depreciates the 
value of their property. 

O. M. Biggar, oi the firm oi Short, 
Biggar, Was present as the 
representative of the petitioners. May- 
McDougall explained the situation 
from the view point of the railway 
builders. 

“Two weeks ago,” eaid the mayor, 
“T noticed that the grade for the street 
railway wae on the west side of the 
street, and I feared it might prove ob- 
jectionable, L drew the attention of 
Supt. Taylor to the matter and he 
gave me the reasons for adopting the 
grade, which has since been complet- 
ed, The grade, | may say, is now com- 
plete and the poles erected and yet 
there has been no objection raised 
until last night. The reasons given by 
Supt. Taylor for the establishing of 
the present grade on the west side 
instead of the centre of the street,were 
three in number, 

“To place the road in the centre of 
the street would, in the fitst place, 
have necessitated the tearing up of a 
length of rail on Jasper avenue to per- 
mit of a proper curve leading from 
Jasper avenue to Ninth street. The 
second reason given-me is of a similar 
nature as regards the curve at Bas- 
katchewan avenue. The third reason 
was that maps show and it was gen- 
erally supposed that the property on 
the west side of Ninth street was own- 
ed or would shortly become the pro- 
perty of the C, P. R. It appears the 
C. P. R. does own some of these lots, 
but has not yet purchased all.” 

The mayor pointed out that Ninth 
street has never been in any way im- 
proved, It is rough and unbroken, 
and if the tracks are laid in the cen- 
tre of the street it will be in a worse 
condition than ever, The mayor said 
le Welt Over the giound yesterday 
in company with Supt, Taylor, and 
us a result of his inspection he sug- 
gested the tracks be placed on the east 
side of the poles instead of the west, 
having in mind in this re-arrangement 
the grading of the étreet. The street 
must become a leading thoroughfare 
in the city as soon as the car line is 
down, 

Mr. Biggar accepted the suggestion 
of the mayor, and a new grade will 
be made on’ the east side of the poles, 
crossing to the west eide below Hard- 
isty to permit of the proper curve at! 
the turn at Saskatchewan avenue. 
A committee of the council, compos-

Manson, McInnis and Arm- 
strong, the commissioner and super- 
intendent of Railway Construction 
Taylor, was appointed to investigate 
the complaint of the west side resi- 
dents, with power to act.

St. Albert Extension. 

The extension of the Edmonton 
street railway system to St. Albert, un- 
der the franchise secured from the 
Strathcona Radial Railway Co., which 
gives power to extend in ail directions, 
is to be kept alive. Ald. Gariepy mov- 
ed and Ald. Ande: son seconded the 
following resolution .— - 

“That a committee composed of Ald. 
Gariepy, Maison and Fraser, be ap- 
pointed to go into the means, cost and 
expediency of extending in the near

Medical Health Officer's Advice. 

Medical Health Officer Whitelaw 
has acquired valuable experience as a 
result of his attendance at the meet- 
ing of the recent convention of medi- 
cal health officers in Winnipeg. In a 
communication to the council he out- 
lined a number of the health problems 
which the city must face in the future. 
He advises that the preventative meas- 
ures adopted against a smallpox out- 
break, which include compulsory vac- 
cination, be continued. In safeguard- 
ing against the scourge of smallpox he 
declares the rigid enforcement of the 
sewer and waterworks bylaws, the ex- 
tension of the waterworks and sewer 
systems, and the acquiring of an un- 
contaminated source of water supply 
are questions which are deserving of 
very serious attention, He further 
advocates the enforcement of the dairy 
and scavenging by-laws, and the edu- 
cation of the people to the danger of 


typhoid by contagion and through 
flies. Diphtheria and scarlet fever 
cases should in future be treated in 


the Isolation iesrital instead of quar- 
antining them in the houses in which 
they oceur. As a result of his trip 
to Winnipeg and Regina he sees no 
reason for revising hie opinion of the 
DeCarie incinerator, which is that it 
will prove satisiactory. Lt has proved 
eminently so in Regina and 
apolis.

THE TOWER FOUNDATION. 


The adornment of Farliament Hill 
will be the new Provincial Parliament 
buildings and the chief adornment of the 
Parliament buildings will be the lofty 
tower rising from its centre to a height 
of 190 feet.

hettom of this excavation begins the 


| foundation work which is most elaborate 
in detail. In the first place there will 
be a steel grilliage consisting of 168 L 
beams arranged in squares. Each beam 
is 20 feet long and 24, inches deep. These 
j will be imbedded in a solid mass of con- 
crete carried to the top of the beams, 

Pxtending across the centre of the L 
beams are three parallel girders on each 
of the four sides of the tower, They are 
40 feet long and 72 inches high and will 
also be imbedded in goncrete, On top of 
these girders and af, a short distance 
from each end the main columns sup- 
porting the dome. will rest. These main 
columns of which there are eight ‘n 
all will each carry an approximate load 
of 900 tons, which logd is submitted to 
the ground through the foundation above 
described, 

The work on the parliament buildings 
is progressing very favorably and will 
continue to do su until it is completed, 


The progress already, made is a great 
credit to the Depaytment of Public 
Works.

THE EXCLUSION OF 
THE UNDESIRABLES 


Restrictive Methods Adopted by Interior 
Department in Selection of Canadian 
immigrants Prove Eminently Effec- 
tive—Immigration Returns Show a 


Ottawa, Sept. 1--The difficulties and 
restrictions with which Canada sur- 
reands the emigrant who aims to enter 
the Dominion has had an effect upon ar- 
rivals, Last winter the Minister of In- 
terior adopted a policy of selecting im- 
migrants to gain admission must come 
direct from the country of their origin 
and each must possess at least $25 in 
cash. The object was to keep track of 
the new-comers and insure that they do 
not become public charges. At the be- 
ginning of April inspectors were placed 
along the United States boutary to pre- 
vent immigrants who could not get in 
otherwise coming in by that route. 

The July returns show that 11,322 im- 
migrants arrived during the month, 
while in the same month the year befdre 
the arrivals numbered 26,54) or a de- 
creas’ of 57 per cent. During the first 
six months of 1907, a decline of 45 per 
cent. Since the inspectors were .placed 
along the United States boundary on 
| April 1, they have turned back 523 per- 
sons as “undesirables” thus justifying 
their usefulness in three months. During 
the first six months of the year 437 were 
refused permission to land at Canadian 
ports and 872 persons were returned to 
the country from which they came. 


One of the busiest offices in the city 
and one that is doing the greatest 
good for Edmonton and the surround- 
ing district is the offiee of the secre- 
tary of the board of trade. The re-
